REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: In Nakamura, the 
coils 13b/ 13c are perpendicular to the magnetic force lines, but the coil 13a lies in a plane 
parallel with the magnetic force lines. Similarly, the planes of coils 44/ 45 in Suzuki and 6/7 
in Anzai are both parallel to the respective lines of magnetic flux which drive the coils in their 
respective directions. Finally, none of the prior art shows second coil sets located at the lateral 
end of the force line generator (i.e., coils 231 and 232 are located laterally with respect to the 
longitudinal axis defined by the magnets 211/212 in applicant's Fig.4A). In Fujita, the coils 9 
are located near the longitudinal ends of the force line generator (Fig. 2), i.e., adjacent N poles 
of magnets 4a/4b. Similarly, in Song the coils 128/130 (Fig. 3) arc located adjacent the poles 
of magnets 132/134. Regarding claim 8, the prior art docs not teach a first coil set 
"surrounding" the magnetic force line generator and a second coil set "sandwiching" the force 
line generator as shown in applicant's Fig.4A.
